2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 26 directed to 
group non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 26 been cancelled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a production method of a laminated holographic medium that is comprised 
of the steps of providing an identification information recording medium by combining a recording layer, 
that is arranged on an exterior surface of the recording medium, a gap layer, a first core layer, a first 
diffraction grating layer for recording data and a first cladding layer and the step of recording information 
data on the recording layer by radiating a beam directly onto the recording layer without passing through 
another layer of the recording medium, as explicitly set forth in claims 21 and 32. Claim 21 further

recites to provide a ROM type recording medium by combining a second cladding layer, a second core 
layer and a second diffraction grating layer and the step of combing the identification information 
recording medium and the ROM type recording medium.
